ALBERTA OIL PRODUCTION 

Crude petroleum is found in three of the 
provinces of Canada. Ontario of course ia the big 
producer, the total running last year to more 
than 164,731 barrels, worth $526,316—ineluding 
the bonus paid by the Dominion Government and 
amounting to $86,484. New fPrunswick came 
next with 7,778 barrels, worth $52,732, including 
$4,378 bonus money. Alberta is credited with 
6,559 barrels, but they were worth $52,128 to the 
producers, though the-bonus allowance paid was 
only $246. While in the quantity produced Al- 
berta takes third place, it ranks well ahead of 
New Brunswick in the cash value of the product, 
despite the fact that the Government bonus is a 
trifle in respect to Alberta oil. 


EASING THE TERMS 

What the law is depends upon how it is inter- 
preted. The grain commissioners are said to have 
placed a construction upon the new lake freight 
rates legislation which will not be objected to 
by the owners of United States vessels. That the 
interpretation is rather strained may be surmised 
from the fact that it was not made earlier in the 
season. However, desperate situations require 
desperate remedies, and without something done 
to bring the U. S. carriers into the trade there 
was a prospect that the grain movement eastward 
would come to a stand-still long before the lakes 
freeze. Parliament will no doubt absolve the 
eommission if it has placed a generous construe- 
tion upon the wording of the statute; in fact the 
members are likely to feel that the commissioners 
have pulled both them and the country out of a 
hole.

ASKING TOO MUCH 
The public school board of the city is in

The third, located in the 
Norwood district, has to be deferred until the | 
board can get authority to borrow the cost of it | 
again. What the trustees are trying to decide | 
now is whether, if this by law is submitted at the 
time of the annual eleetions, will the tax-payers 
endorse the by-law and also re-elect these mem- 
bers of the board who are responsible for the 
sleight-of-hand business that makes it necessary4 
The subject was discussed at length at last week's 

meeting, and while no definite decision was | 
reached the feeling seemed to be that the tax 
payers likely wouldn’t do anything of the kind. | 
The majority members of the board are not look. 
ing for advice from this quarter but it may be 
allowed to say that for once they hed a ‘‘huneh"’ 
in the right. direction.
